LET’S DO SOMETHING ABOUT THIS 


by

Not too long ago, I chanced across a letter written to a director 
of a library school pleading for a librariar <o fill a vacancy. But 
to no avail — there were no applicants, since the positions avail- 
able far exceeded the number of librarians to fill them! 


There has always been a crying need for qualified, trained 
librarians, but the need today seems greater than ever before. 
Perhaps many factors have contributed to this situation. The low 
salaries so often paid and the little security offered in the way of 
pensions and retirement often discourage people, as do the five 
long years of training required for public librarians. In the case 
of a school librarian, in addition to library training, education 
courses are required in order to qualify for a teaching certificate. 
Also the undefined areas of duties sometimes become a dissenting 
factor. Just where does the duty of the professional librarian end, 
and that of a clerk begin. Too often I’m afraid, librarians end up 
becoming “glorified” clerks (and are paid accordingly! ). Further- 
more, the irregular working schedule required of public librari- 
ans, working split shifts, working evenings, and some places, 
working on Sundays, may be another cause for irritation. 


Yet, in spite of all this, those of us in the profession, be it 
public or school library work, know there are many rewards in 
our work (even tho’ they be not monetary). The realization of 
the importance of the printed word, in spite of the impact of 
radio, movies, and television, the gratification of readers in rural 
areas who are served through the medium of a bookmobile, the 
joy of a youngster in returning a book, his eyes all aglow and 
saying, “Boy, was this a good book — got another like it?”, or the 
thrill of holding a group of children spellbound during a story 
hour, all warm the librarian’s heart and make her feel that per- 
haps her job is not a thankless one after all. The knowledge that 
librarians play an effective part in adult education and their 
responsibility to the community in furnishing impartial and truth- 
ful information for their readers, too, is an important service. 


One could go on enumerating the many gratifications of the 
library profession. However, at the present time we are faced with 
the task of how to convince the youth who are endowed with a 
burning desire to serve their community, to enter the profession. 











What means can we use for recruiting personnel? Besides 
talking personally to individuals you feel may have the neces- 
sary qualifications for library work and who may be interested, 
leaflets may be acquired (some published by ALA) and distrib- 
uted at strategic places, as in the public libraries themselves. 
Also in high schools where career conferences are held, making 
sure that a section on library work is scheduled, or asking high 
school counselors to be on the look-out for potential librarians 
are other means of reaching people. Even your own enthusiasm 
about your work will be a good “convincer,” but whatever you 
do, won't you make it your business to do some recruiting? We 
fieed librarians, both public and school. Remember tho’, we want 
librarians who will be a credit to the profession.
